9 Death toll lowered, 

thousands left homeless a 
day after Oklahoma tornado

MOORE, Okla. Rescuers went building to build- 
ing in search of victims and thousands of sur- 
vivors were homeless Tuesday, a day after a 
massive tornado tore through this suburb of 
Oklahoma City, wiping out whole blocks of 
homes and killing at least 24 people. 

The death toll was lower than initially feared, 
but nine children were among the dead, includ- 
ing seven who died at Plaza Towers Elementary 
School, which took a direct hit in the deadliest 
tornado to hit the U.S. in two years. Plaza Tow- 
ers was one of five schools in the path of the 
tornado. 

“They literally were lifting walls up and kids 
were coming out,” Oklahoma State Police Sgt. 
Jeremy Lewis said. 

Emergency workers pulled more than 100 


survivors from the rubble of homes, schools 
and a hospital, and around 237 people were in- 
jured. 

The massive tornado ripped through Moore 
on Monday afternoon. On block after block of 
residential neighborhoods, there was nothing 
left but mangled debris, and the town’s medical 
center was rubble. 

The National Weather Service upgraded its 
calculation of the storm’s strength Tuesday, say- 
ing it was a rare EE5, the most powerful rank- 
ing on the Enhanced Eujita Scale, with winds 
exceeding 200 mph. Damage assessment teams 
determined it left a trail of destruction measur- 
ing about 17 miles by 1.3 miles wide. 

The National Guard, firefighters from more 
than a dozen fire departments and rescuers 
from other states worked all night under bright 


spotlights trying to find survivors in the town of 
55,000 people. 

Thunderstorms and lightning slowed the res- 
cue effort Tuesday and made conditions tough 
for families left with nothing but the clothes on 
their backs. 

Oklahoma Insurance Commissioner John 
Doak said the damage to property was likely to 
exceed that caused by the 2011 twister in Joplin, 
Mo., which killed 161 people. 

On Tuesday morning, a helicopter was cir- 
cling overhead and thunder rumbled from a 
new storm as 35-year-old Moore resident Juan 
Dills and his family rummaged through the re- 
mains of his mother’s home. They found a few 
family photo albums, but little else. 

“We are still in shock,” he said. “But we will 
come through. We’re from Oklahoma.”

Senators embrace 
aid after opposing 
Sandy relief bill 

Oklahoma’s two U.S. senators, both 
Republicans, found themselves In an 
awkward position Tuesday for hav- 
ing voted against January’s $60 bil- 
lion supplemental appropriation bill 
that was largely aimed at providing 
relief to victims of superstorm Sandy, 
which slammed Into coastal New York 
and New Jersey last year. The bill left 
the disaster fund run by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
with a healthy balance of $11.6 billion. 
FEMA spokesman Dan Watson said 
the amount Is sufficient for handling 
Immediate response and recovery ef- 
forts In Oklahoma and residual recov- 
ery costs associated with Sandy. 

Growth ieads to increased 
tornado damage 

The Moore, Okla., that was struck by 
a tornado Monday Is not the same 
as In 1999. Like a lot of towns across 
America and In the so-called “Tornado 
Alley,’’ rapid growth has made It a big- 
ger target, vulnerable to more damage. 

Local media said the storm was 
much more destructive than the tor- 
nado that laid waste to Moore In May 
1999. At the time, that storm was the 
most destructive In history by Insured 
loss ($1 billion), later eclipsed by two 
2011 tornadoes. 

Between 2000 and 2011, Moore’s 
population grew by about 34 percent 
to 56,300, according to U.S. Census 
Bureau data. Over the same time, 
Oklahoma’s population grew 9 percent. 

“The U.S. population Is growing and 
more territory Is covered by homes 
and businesses than used to be the 
case. So the targets are getting larger,’’ 
said Bob Henson of the National 
Center for Atmospheric Research.

Nationally, there are about 87,000 active 
missing persons in the U.S., according to FBI 
statistics. The missing are found alive 98 per- 
cent of the time in Chicago, CPD estimates, but 
the remaining cases leave families like Starnes’ 
relying on tips, the media and continued police 
check-ins for hope of a reunion. 

While CPD handles all missing persons on a 
case-by-case basis, there are specific protocols 
in place in the department to log and track the 
incidents. All of them have one thing in com- 
mon— they all begin with a concerned party 
who has to decide when to turn to the police for 
help. 

“It comes down to common sense and good 
judgment,” said Chicago PoHce Central Investi- 
gations Unit Commander Eugene Roy of fami- 
lies and friends who suspect a loved one may 
have gone missing. “If this is totally out of char- 
acter, if the person was disturbed, it’s something

Some new bells, whistles with Xbox One

It’s called Xbox One? Really? 

Microsoft’s math is slightly off in naming 
its third console, but its use of the loneliest 
number highlights the computing giant’s 
clear intention to market the new Xbox as 
an all-in-one entertainment device. 

“Where all of your entertainment comes 
alive in one place,” is how Microsoft’s Don 
Mattrick described it during Tuesday’s un- 
veiling of the new Xbox at Microsoft head- 
quarters in Redmond, Wash. 

Beyond a brief look at the next-gen “Call 
of Duty” and a few sports titles, presenders 
showed few video games during the hourlong 
presentation. Instead, they boasted that ca- 
ble TV, Skype, sports programming and Web 
browsing all could be enhanced with Xbox 
One. So what does it do exactly? Here are a 
few highlights: 

» Details are sketchy, but Xbox One will 
be capable of broadcasting live cable and 
acting as a DVR so you can record shows and 
save them in the system’s hefty 500 -gig hard 


drive. Between that and apps for Netflix, 
Hulu, HBO, ESPN and others, consumers 
possibly could replace both standard cable 
boxes and Roku devices with an Xbox One. 

» Xbox One comes standard with an up- 
graded Kinect sensor that can capture loSop 
high-definition video, as well as detect more 
points on the body for more accurate rec- 


ognition. You’ll be able to use the Kinect to 
surf the Web, pick a movie, or take a voice 
call via Skype. It also will recognize physical 
gestures and even detect your heartbeat. 

» Using Kinect, the new Xbox will identify 
users, log them in and bring up all their fa- 
vorite apps and games on the home screen. 
It promises to remember what you were do- 


ing last time you played, and a “trending tab” 
shows what’s popular with your friends and 
the entire online community 

» With the so-called Snap Mode, you’ll 
be able to multitask and do two activities at 
once, like watch a movie trailer while talking 
to a friend on video chat.

FOR REDEYE 

When Chicago actor Scott Duff joined 
forces with Laugh Factory to debut an 
LGBT-themed showcase, he knew he 
wanted his first headliner to be no- 
holds-barred comedian Jessica Halem, 
who spent 12 years— 1996 to 2008 —at 
the top of the Chicago comedy scene 
before returning to NewTbrk. 

“I really wanted a strong female 
presence,” said Duff, a founding 
member of About Face Theatre who 
also has appeared in productions at 
Steppenwolf, the Goodman and other 
Chicago stages. “Whenever you think 
about the gay community you think of 
gay men. And Fm like, ‘No, no, no! Let’s 
get the fierce, funny women up there.’ ” 

Beginning Monday Duff will host 
a stand-up showcase with a five-week 
run— every Monday up through the 
Pride Parade, after which the series 
likely will run monthly In addition to 
Halem, the debut night lineup includes 
popular Chicago comedians Archer 
Coe, Joel Kim Booster, Kenny DeForest 
and Gwen La Roka. If the showcase’s 
name, Chigaygo, doesn’t ring a bell, the 
previously used working name. Homos 
A-Go-Go, might. 

Admission includes a 7 p.m. reception 
featuring a cocktail called Gay Icon 
made with Halsted Vodka, a local maker 
which donates 15 percent of its profits 
to LGBT community causes. And each 
week. Laugh Factory donates 
100 percent of the door proceeds 
to LGBT nonprofit organizations. 
Monday’s beneficiary is the Lesbian 
Community Care Project, which Halem 
headed from 2001 to 2006. “I’m being 
paid in vodka,” Halem said. ‘As usual.” 

We caught up with Duff and Halem 
to find out more about the new series 
and Halem’s opening night act.

Where she’ll go while in town: Sidetrack, 
Big Chicks and International Mr. Leather, 
running Friday-Monday: “In Chicago, we 
take it for granted, ’cause every day in 
Chicago feels like Leather Day. But I’m tell- 
ing you, I miss it now that I live outside of 
it; it’s just a special occasion.’’ 

On her risque approach to comedy: I 

have a long list of places that I have per- 
formed one time only. [Laughs.] But here’s 
the thing: People in the audience get it; 
they appreciate it. I find more and more 
it’s the producers of the show who are 
nervous for their audience-and I think, 
more than they need to be. ... Being a les- 
bian who talks about sex is very unusual; 
it’s very hard for people. We’re not the 
ones that people think of as sexualized in 
the real world. ... And unfortunately, there’s 
been people out there who don’t get it 
and keep doing, I think, more conserva- 
tive, boring productions. But who needs 
them? 

Recent headlines that might show up in 
her set: I definitely am thinking a lot about 
Angelina Jolie’s brave op-ed piece about 
having a double mastectomy. ... In the 
queer community, trans guys get double 
mastectomies to have a flat chest. ... So 
there’s got to be something there about 
Angelina Jolie and her connection to the 
trans community-even though she might 
not know it yet. And I might just also have 
to talk about “Game of Thrones.’’ 


SCOTT DUFF 

On why he wanted to produce and host 
the showcase: I’ve always loved comedy. 
We joke that the reason why Eric Rosen 
and Kyle Hall-the founders of About 
Face-brought me on was to lighten the 
mood. [Laughs.] Our first show was “Dream 
Boy’’ and that was the most depressing 
play on the planet. They needed somebody 
to add some humor to make it bearable. ... 
When Maggie [Sargent] at Laugh Factory 
and I connected, it seemed like the perfect 
combination of both worlds. 

What he hopes audiences will take away 
from the show: Both gay and straight, that 
we’re all in the same boat; our experiences 
are pretty similar. And that you can laugh 
at a universal situation seen through a par- 
ticular filter. 

On what he’ll be wearing: I think the crazi- 
est thing i’ve got is a far-too-tight T-shirt. 

I’m walking that very fine line between 
looking cute and not like some scary 
creeper man who’s trolling the locker room 
attheYMCA.
